Hope Ignores Doctor's Orders, Continues Tour 


Refuses 
To Cut 
Schedule 


TORREJON, Spain - OIPD - Bob 
Hope, ignoring doctor * orders to 
"take it easy," pushed altead to­ 
day with a grueling Christmas 
tour of U.S. bases overseas. 
Hope was hospitalized briefly 
at the U. S. Air Force's Moron 
Field after his arrival in Spain 
Sunday, following an attack of 
dizziness apparently brought on 
by high blood pressure and ex­ 
haustion. He was up and about 
again, however, in time to ploy 
a scheduled show for the troops. 


HE REFUSED to cut down the 
12-day. 10-show schedule of h i s 
tour of bases in the Azores. Mor- 
rocco. Spain, Italy, Germany and 
Iceland. 
"The doc said I wasn’t getting 
enough sleep," Hope said. 
"We 
got only a few hours rest before 
leaving New Jersey, and nothing 
at the Azores. Then I played a 
benefit golf match when I should 
have been in bed and, man, it's 
been murder. 


“BUT I LOVE it. We play In 
hangers and have to scream our 
lungs out, we get rained on some­ 
times, but I love it. The service 
people are great audiences, an d 
they really appreciate our coin­ 
ing.” 
Hope had only eight hours of 
broken sleep in the first 72 hours 
of his tour. He was 45 minutes 
late to his first show in Spain be­ 
cause of his brief stay in hospi­ 
tal. but he laughed it off. 
“THE DOC COUNTED my cor­ 
puscles and figured I'd b e e n 
hoarding them,'' he said. "He 
made me rest, and I was okay 
after a while." 
However, bad weather did what 
the doctors could not do to Hope 
—it forced him to cancel a plan­ 
ned show for 2.000 servicemen and 
dependents at the Zaragoza A 1 r 
Base today. One of two planes car­ 
rying part of the Hope troupe took 
off from here, but was unable to 
land at Zaragoza and 
returned 
Hope's plane did not even take off 
from Torrejon. The group goes on 
to Naples from here.

Goldfine was sentenced to three 
months and Miss Mildred Paper- 
man to 10 days. 
Both sentences were deferred 
until Jan. 7 to allow the defen­ 
dants to be home for the holidays. 
The millionaire industrialist 
was 
freed 
in personal 
recognizance 
bond of $1000 and his secretary 
on personal recognizance. 


THE DELAY ALSO was design­ 
ed to give both of them an oppor­ 
tunity to appeal the conviction. 
The sentence was imposed by 
Federal Judge Charles E. Wyzan- 
ski who immediately 
began 
a 
h e a r i n g on another contempt 
charge. 
Goldfine and Miss Paperman 
were sentenced for refusing 
to 
turn bu* ness records „«f five tex 
tile mills over 
in’ the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
in\ estigators 
prior to Dec. 8 under Wyzanskis 
order Dec 8. 


BEFORE THEY were sentenced. 
Goldfine said he was "very sorry 
for what happened. I hope you 
will take that into consideration." 
Miss Paperman. who broke down 
and w -*pt uncontrollably after hear­ 
ing sentence passed, had pleaded 
with the judge. "I am terribly 
sorry. It was not my intention. 
The mistake was one of judgment 
and not contempt of this court.” 


JUDGE WYZANSKI, who had 
convicted the pair last week after 
a two-day trial, said 
he 
would 
have sentenced Goldfine to a long­ 
er term but this would have made 
him eligible for executive clemen­ 
cy. 
The judge said that to put the 
case in the hands of the chief ex­ 
ecutive would be to subject Gold- 
fine to possible "political discrim­ 
ination." He did not mention the 
President by name or title.

’Peace* Is the Purpose 


PARTS. FRANCE — Tim# Is 
on ths sids of NATO, up tn a 
point s t least. In December last 
year your reporter visited the 
Supreme Headquarter» of the 1ft- 
nation alliance at Versal lie*. The 
Russians then had Just launched 
Sputnik. In retaliation, the Amer­ 
icana were launching President 
Eisenlwwer out of a hospital bed 
to spark the NATO heads of gov­ 
ernment meeting. 
Your reporter can rem em ber 
that five year» ago NATO waa 
p. i pier mac 110. and 10 years ago 
when it wa» an embryo. S t i l l 
further back, in the sum m er of 
1945, juat after V-E day. t h e 
same reporter was eating here 
in Paria at one of those assembly 
line mess halla, known then aa 
•‘Willow Run.'* 


AMONG MANY fellow officers 
waa a stolid Russian in f i e l d 
boots 
whom we 
all 
Joshingly 
called ".toe" after his 
m aster, 
Stalin. It s a good guess that .loe 
waa the only officer present who 
could have foreseen a day when 
the positions of a h o s t i 1 e Ger­ 
many and a friendly R u s s i a 
would he exactly reversed in the 
Western Alliance. 
But ‘ peace'’ 
is the purpose 
here. Progress has been made 
toward peace or. to give it the 
military term , deterrence. 
Yes­ 
terday ! talked with two of the 
top NATO chiefs, both of whom 
radiated the onfidence of a gar­ 
rison commander who has just 
inspected the moat, the portcul­ 
lis. the archers in the turret» 
and finds everything tip-top. 


A RUDDY OLD fighter. Brit­ 
Ish General Sir Richard G a l e , 
Viscount Mon! c o m e r v s succes­ 
sor. felt that the Allies h a v e 
b e e n Immensely strengthened 
since 1957 by the addition of nu­ 
clear weapons from the U.S. He 
saw 
a 
mounting 
potential of 
arm s when West Germany, the 
industrial giant of Europe, make» 
tiie reluctant «witch from Volks­ 
wagen* and tlie like to tanks and 
planes. 
General Gale, who commanded 
paratroops in World War II and 
served during the Palestine ter­ 
rorism in 1946-47, speculated that 
the Russian Army, with Its 175 
divisions, m i g h t he thrashing 
around in a fit of change T h e 
Russians have always used m ass 
infantry attacks, but a r e ap­ 
parently t r y i n g to modernize 
their tactics to suit the nuclear 
facts of ground fighting. 


AS SPOKESMAN for air fight­ 
ing. General Leon Johnson, once 
this reporter's wing com m ander 
in tiie U. S 8th Air Force and 
a wearer of tiie Congressional 
Medal of Honor, felt that Rus­ 
sia. with all her acknowledged 
might in tightens. bomber* and 
mixMles, had nowhere to go in 
the Western Hemisphere. 
Even if an attack on Europe 
should paralyze 
this 
continent, 
the retaliation from North A mer­ 
ica. Britain and outlying bases 
would be instant and overwhelm­ 
ing. And should the USA be as- 
«aultod from over the N o r t h 
Pola, the British and American 
heavy bombers from Britain, as 
well as a whole swarm of NA­ 


TO’s atomically • arm ed aircraft 
would cut loose at prearranged 
target» in E ast Europe and in 


Russia. 


THUS, SO FAR as the b e s t 
military thinker» can see. t h e 
peace of the Western front is 
reasonably secure. 
This, if you will, is stalem ate. 
It is exactly what 
the NATO 
planners intended to bring about. 
Yet even in military stalem ate, 
even in defensive success, t h e 
lay of dynamic» is at work. As 
NATO nears the end of its first 
decade, there *r« these forces in 
motion: 
NATO, all • conquering In Its 
field of deterrence, is looking for 
new w'orlds to conquer. Already 
we keep a NATO am bassador in 
Pan», In addition to our Am­ 
bassador to France. Already the 
NATO council has become a glo­ 
bal board of strategy. 


INEVITABLY, IT surveys oth* 
eg world situations which might 
be favorably influenced by the 
use of N A T O soldiers, sailors, 
airmen and missiles, otherwise 
standing idle. Already this is a 
"parliamentary ’ association 
of 
NATO which suggest*, speaking 
bluntly, a super government. 
NATO or rather ita a r m e d 
forces under Supreme Command­ 
er Laurts Norstad. is possibly 
tlie most deliberative m ilitary 
power in creation. This is both 
good and had. Since all 15 nation 
members must be consulted and 
must agree, the military planners 
and 
strategists 
d w e l l 
very 
thoughtfully upon their proposals. 
A plan to please everybody must 
be watertight, but often it is also 
water logged with compromises 
and concessions. 


FOR EXAMTLE. the 12 Ger­ 


m an division*, long ago prom­ 
ised. are only eight in number, 
and these are adm ittedly paper­ 
ed. Who dares get rough w i t h 
G erm any? Also, four or m o r e 
F r e n c h divisions, 
supposedly 
holding the NATO line, are still 
in Algeria. Who will vote to read 
France a unity lecture? 
Since 1954 the m ilitary chiefs 
have needed a general purpose 
fighter-bornber. When I was here 
last year there w ere plans: this 
year there are test planes, the 
Italisn F iat G -tt’s, p o w e r e d 
with the British Orpheus turbo­ 
jet engines. But is this the best 
possible aircraft” Or is it an a ir­ 
craft to provide work for Italian 
plane m akers” And whose tu rn 
is next to build a weapon? 


TH ERE EXISTS an am iable 
conspiracy', 
which i n c l u d e s 
Am ericans, to play down 
th e 
A m erican part in NATO. It is, 
as I say, amiable and has th e 
kindly purpose of making t h e 
sm aller allies 'who do very lit­ 
tle > feel that they are doing a 
lot. 
To Illustrate: the Flat G-91, 
mentioned above, 
is hailed 
in 
NATO press handoutj as “ t h e 
first internationally - conceived 
air weapon 
sy stem " 
Its con­ 
ception is called a "utilization of 
the European inventive genius’* 
which fortunately "coincided w ith 
♦he birth of a new I T . S approach 
to mutual 
aid: 
the 
M u t u a l 
Weapons Development Program . 
Weil — all right. But as this 
hare breaks from the thicket, 
notice its markings. The E uro­ 
peans have the “ inventive gen­ 
ius,” while the poor old Y anks 
are 
perm itted 
to 
contri buta 
“ aid.” alias dollars! 
Still. NATO has survived its 
infancy. These are the problems 
of success and middle age.
